“Provided that in the absence of special and adequate 
reasons to the contrary to be mentioned in the judgment of the 
court, where a ^railway servant or any other person without 
authority in this behalf causes to be obstructed any train by 
tampering with, disconnecting or otherwise interfering in any 
other manner with its hose-pipe, he shall be punishable with im¬ 
prisonment for a term which shall not be less than six months 
and with fine which shall not be less than five hundred rupees.”. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Section lOOB of the Indian Railways Act, 1890, which provides for 
punishment for persons obstructing or causing to be obstructed or at¬ 
tempting to obstruct running of trains, etc., has not been adequate to 
deal with the problem of obstructions to trains, particularly by dis¬ 
connection of hose-pipes. It is, therefore, proposed to enhance the 
maximum amount of fine which may be imposed under the section 
from five hundred rupees to two thousand rupees. It is also proposed 
to provide for a minimum punishment of Imprisonment for a term 
which shall not be less than six months and fine which shall not be less 
than five hundred rupees in cases of obstruction of the running of 
trains by disconnecting hose-pipes. 

2 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects.
